INJURED REPORTED DOING WEU. 



Only Four or Five Are so Despcratelj 
Wounded Tbat Deatb May 
B«salt From Injnrlei. 

A Body 8htpp«d to Birmingham. Ala. 
as BainB That of David §.* Fox, 
Proves to Be J. M. Daly, 
of Detroit, Mich. 



KnoxTllJe, Tonn., Sept 27.— No add I 
tloaal deaths of injured occurred Mon 
•lay and the death list of the Southen 
wreck near Newmarket on Saturdaj- 
laBt etill stands at 62. All of the In- 
jured at the KooxTiUe general hospi- 
are repmtod doing well and only 
lOBr or live are so desperately wonnd- 
Od tbat death may result from their 
Injuries. 

A body which was identified early 
Sunday morning as that of D. S. Pox, 
of Birmingham. Ala., and sent to that 
olty, waa returned here Monday ac- 
companied by two brothers of Mr. Fox. 
The body supposed to have been that 
of D. S. Fox turned out to be that of 
J. M. Daly, a commercial traveler of 
Detroit. Mich. The brothers of Mr. 
Fox went to the morgue and identi- 
fied a body there as that of their 
brother. The mistake must have been 
made by searchers at the wreck who 
put Mr Fox s papers In the pocket of 
the Daly body. 

A body said to be that of George 
Lee, of Carrollton, Ky.. was identified 
as K. 8. Ronrad, of Cincinnati. 

Monday was one of sorrow for this 
city. J^o less than 11 funerals of vic- 
tims of the wreck were held. One 
waa a double funeral, where two aged 
sisters were buried; at another moth- 
er and daughter were burled and at 
■till another, senrfees was said for a 
mother and two little children. 

Many of the leading officials of the 
Southern are still here and will re- 
main until all damage can be settled 
■o lar as possible. Monday at the 
scene of the disaater a hupe bonfire 
was built and the mass of kindling 
wood was burned, together with small 
pieces of decaying flesh. 

Of the list of 62 dead only five bod- 
lee now remain to be identilled. Four 
aire white men and one colored. Three 
win probably have to be burled in 
nameless graves. Two of the white 
men may be traced. One wears a ma- 
sonic badge and has the initials/'O. 
B." on his linen. The only means of 
jldentifylng the other body is through 
'hto watoh, DMMie by A. C. Kolbucb,

It Is Reported the Colored Waiter Haa 
Made a iCenfeseien. 

Lexington, Ky., Sept. 27.— Despite 
denials of Judg^ Mulligan and df te<> 
tlve Chief Marshall, a 'press corre- 
spondent learns that Louis Mitchell. 
«he Negro who attempted to poison 
the Mulligan family, has made a con- 
fession. In the (onfession the Negro 
Implicates a prominent man, whose 
identify this correspondent Is not au* 
Iborized to use. 

A long distance telephone message 
from .Tames Mulligan, in Chicago, son 
»f Judt;e J. H. Mulligan, whose family 
was attempted to be poisoned her« 
Saturday night, aUted he would leave 
Chicago at Once for Lexington. He 
instructed his attorney here to see 
that the Negro was held in jail. He 
declared be intended to go to the bot- 
tom of the mystery, and it la believed 
he will make statements when he ar 
rives that will disclose a profound 
sensation. Family troubles are hinted 
at In publications of a serious nature, 
and James Mulligan's name is referred 
to In a local paper, in a aenaational 
connection with the attempted crime. 
This, it is given out. Is one Of the rea- 
sons for the young man's hurried re- 
tfirn. Friends here say he proposes 
to Ko before the grand jury and may 
throw some light on the heretofore 
profound mystery.

A Colored Man Spirited Away From 
Vereailles, Ky. 



I^fngton. Ky.. Sept. 27— Chaa. R 
.Tones, colored, was spirited away from 
Versailles Monday night and brought 
here to es<ap<' lynching for attemptert 
criminal assault. The complainant Is 
Lucy. l«-yeaivold daughter of Capt. 
Sam Fogg, a prominent farmer. Miss 
Fogg and a neighbor Kirl were horse- 
back riding together. Her companion 
turned in her gate and Miss Fogg pro- 
ceeded toward her home. When wlth- 
ln>ha1f a mile the Negro Jumped out 
from a thicket and caught her bridle 
reins. She whipped up the horse. The 
Negro then Jumped on another horse 
concealed in the buahes and gave pur- 
suit. The horae race was a furious 
one. The girl to save life and honor 
and the Negro to accomplish a ljr\i'al 
purpose. The girl finally won the 
rat e Her father and a neighbor gave 
pursuit and captured the Negro and 
took him before Miss Lucy. She Iden- 
tified him positively. Mr. Fogg want- 
ed to kill the Negno, but the neigh- 
lior prevented. Shortly after the Ne- 
gro was placed under arrest the farm- 
ers began to poor Into Versailles and 
he was spirited away to Lexiagton. 



Pittsfleld, Mass., Sept. 27.— Htigh 

Gurney, third secretary of the British 
embassy, was Monday fined in the 
police court at Lee on two charges. 
For contempt of court he was fined 
|25. A similar fine was imposed In a 
caae charging him with speeding his 
automobile in Stockbridge Sunday. 
Mr. Gurney, when arrai{;iit d, positive- 
ly refused to plead, claiming that as 
"He was the third secretary to his 
Brittanic majesty he could not under 
international law be arrested or held 
for any crime." He paid the fines un- 
der protest. 

WashinKton, Sipt. 27,— Notice of the 
action of a special justice at Lee, 
Mass., in fining Hii^h Curney, third 
secretary of the British embassy, was 
received at the state department in a 
telegram from Mr. Ralker, first secre- 
tary of the embassy, who Is at Lenox. 
The department iniiuediiitely trans- 
mttf.'d this telegram in substance to 
th. Minor of Massachusetts with 
the suggestion that he do whatever 
might be neceaaary to secure the dip- 
lomatle Immunity of Mr. Curney. It 
Is believed at the department that the 
matter may be far more serious than 
the local officials at Lee seem to re- 
gard it. In the first place, by consti- 
tutional and sUtutory law, the per- 
sona attached to an embassy are ex- 
pressly relieved from any legal respon- 
sibility and the exemption even ex- 
tends to domestic servants. Section 
4063 revised statutes declares that 
any writ prosecuted in any court of

TWe Negroes Killed and Three Fatally 
Wounded Near Memphia. 

Memphis, Tenn., Sept. 27— T wo Ne- 
groes were killed and three fatally 
wounded in a race riot near Lynch- 
burg, Miss., 15 miles south of Mem- 
phis, late Monday. The- shooting took 
place on the plantation of J. J. John- 
son, who with his two sons and two 
friends went into a field to gather a 
load of com. The field was worked 
on shares by a Negro family named 
Kennedy, As the white men were 
driving their wagon from the field a 
fusillade from a party of blacks met 
them. The fire was returned with the 
result that two Negroes were killed 
outright and three were fatally shot, 
A number of whites joined Johnson 
and his friends and are now search 
Ing for others of the attacking party. 
The name* ot the dead and wounded 
are apt o btainable.

Jeff Etter Killed Max Wolf and Then

The affair Is caus- 
ing much excitement, as it i.s known 
to what extremes these people will 
go to obtain their ends. It Is feared 
they have surted on the longest pil- 
grimage they have ever had.

The latest reports from Etter are tbat 
he will die.

27.— Miss Mat- 
tie Dee Todd, forrrierly poslniist ress, 
discovered a burglar in her bedroom 
at an early hour. She leaped from 
her bed and attacked the man, who 
was crawling on the fioor.

the arrest and imprisonment of any 
public minister or his servant shall he 
void. The succeeding section. 4064 
revised statutes, provides that every 
person by whom any such protest Is 
obtained or prosecuted whether as 
party or attorney or whether officer 
concerned in its execution, "shall be 
deemed a violator of the law of na- 
tions and a disturber of the public 
repose and shall be imprisoned for 
not more than three years and fined 
at the discretioD of the court." 

It will, remain for the governor of 
Massachusetts to t!il<e iii'li.tl action in 
this case, which will reciuire prompt 
redresB, The last important prece- 
dent occurred in 1892 at the picnic 
resort of Bay Ridge, near Baltimore, 
when Dr. Georg, an attache of the 
Swiss legation in Washinpion, was 
arrested iiy a deputy sh> riff on the 
charge of being a pickpocket and was 
searched and otherwise treated in a 
humiliating manner by the local au- 
thorities. The state department se- 
cured his release at an early moment 
through the governor of Maryland who 
:\}nn canstd th«' disiiii^.'-al of the of- 
fending deputy and extended an apol- 
ogy for the incidtnt. Though the 
Swiss minister might have pressed

Kappler, chief clerk of the I'nited 
states senate committHt. on Indian af- 
fairs, has ju.^^t coiupleied a week'ri 
trip IhrouKh Indian territory with 
Setiiiior .<!ie\vart, chairman of the 
committee. Mr. Kappler said that the 
trip had opened their eyes to many 
Irregularities In the affairs of the In- 
dians that they would never have 
known without a piTsonal investiga- 
tion. We found that the Dawes com- 
mission had done good work," he said. 
"The Negroes in the Creek Nation, 
though, are selling their lands for a 
song and spending the money rapidly. 
They will be paupers in five years. 
The Indians in the Chickasaw Nation 
are leasing their lands at a ridiculous 
figure. There are only one million 
acrea in the nation and we found one 
white man in control of 120,000 acres.

Chicago, Sept. 27. --Nine thousand 
men returned to work without union 
regulations of any sort Monday when 
the three Chicago branches of the ln> 
ternational harvester works and the 
Pullman Co. reopened their shops aft^ 
er a shut down <rf two weeks. The 
men not only returned to their former 
places as Individuals, but they also 
agreed to reductions in pay of 10 to 
2(f per cent. Before the shut down 
the International barrester works rec- 
ngnlced the labor unlcms but with the 
announcement of a resumption of 
work Mtmday came the stalcint nt that 
the com|)auy would not renew Its 
agreement with the trades unions and 
that the plants would be operated oa 
a basis of 67^^ hours a week Instead 
of 64, with no increase in wages. 

The men accepted the nltimatum of 
the company without auv serious man- 
ifestation of discontent and all of iho 
old eniplo\es who could obtain work 
accepted the new regulations. 

Monday night a call was issued ftir 
a special meeting of representatives 
of all unions having tnetnii< rs finploy- 
cd by the International Harvester Co.. 
to consider the conditions at the three 
plants, but the general belief is that 
the mea will remain at work under 
the new eoaditions. 

The case of the employes of the 
Pullman Co. Is different from that of 
the harvesifr company, inasmuch as 
the Pullman Co, has ignored all trades 
unions since the strike in their plant 
in 1884. The Pullman Co. announced 
Monday that it would reopen Its shops 
but at a wa^e reduction of 1(1 to 20 
per cent.. Less than r.doo workers 
were nlvt-u their foinier positituis. hut 
these men willingly accepted the de* 
crease In pay and several thousand of 
the former emptoyes left the yards of 
the company Monday night bitterly 
disappointed because ihey could not 
leturn to work even at the reduction 
in wages. It is the intention of the 
Pullman Co. to have Its plant in full 
operation hy next Monday. Work waa 
restmied Monday only in the car re- 
pair shops.
